The rise in the unemployment 
for Edmonton and for the province is a 
reminder that the harvest and threshing 
season is drawing to an end, that highway 
construction is slowing down, and that 
men who have found work in these occu- 


pations are now idle. 

There is nothing in this to cause sur- 
prise or alarm, The easing of the unem 
ployment situation that has been noted in 
recent weeks was due to temporary and 
seasonal causes. This seasonal work hav- 
ing been finished, winter conditions are to 
be expected, probably resembling those of 
Jast winter. 

There is some reason to hope, however, 
that fewer men will be out of employment 
this winter than last. The recent rise in 
the price of wheat has had and is bound 
to continue to have results in many direc- 
tions, in some cases far removed from ap- 
parent connection with the price lists, 


There is more money in circulation 
because of this rise, several million dol- 
lars more. That will be a continuing 


stimulus to business of all sorts through- 
out the winter, with resulting helpful reac- 
tions upon the labor situation. In this part 
of the world, nothing so surely or so radi- 
cally changes the economic landscape as 
a flood of wheat money. 


THE FAKIR IN LONDON 
Gendhi surely reached the limit of pre- 
n, not to say impudence, when he 
J on visiting the King and Queen in 
loin cloth. A good many millions of 
the subjects of His Majesty, who have 
far less of this world’s goods than are at 
the disposal of Gandhi, would use to 
receive the prophet of disruption unless he 
attired himself in clothing more in keep- 
ing with the country, the climate and the 
conyentions. The loin cloth is all right in 
India. In England it is nothing but the 
paraphernalia of a fakir. 
he loin cloth is Gandhi's emblem of 
poverty. But the poverty is more pretend- 
ed than real. In point of fact Gandhi is 
backed, and subsidized to any amount he 
chooses to ask for, by the native cotton 
manufacturers of Bombay, whose modest 
ambition is to expropriate all British pro- 
perty in India for their own benefit. 
“These merchants,” writes a corres- 
pondent in India, “have invested heavily 
abroad with the rupee at 1s, 6d, in the sure 
and certain hope that it will fall to 10d or 
8d, when they will bring it back and a large 
fortune with it. With this object they 
have subscribed heavily to the Congress 
funds, as the best way of ensuring that 
the collapse will come to pass. So much 
for the high-souled patriotism of Gandhi's 
commercial friends.” 
And so much for Gandhi's pretence 
that he could not afford to buy a suit of 
clothes, 


CALLING A HAL’ 


Tim Buck and his associates at Tor- 
onto were convicted of being members of 
an unlawful association. Lawyers may 
quibble as to whether the Jaw as it 
stands forbids the existence of such an or- 
ganization in Canada, Laymen generally 
are likely to agree that if that kind of an 
association is not unlawful it ought to be. 

The Canadian public has displayed an 
easy tolerance thus far toward agitators 
who seek to destroy the governmental 
system and the economic system of the 
country and to rebuild these on the lines 
of the Russian model. Nor has the law 
machinery of the Dominion been quick to 
recognize and punish activities which in 
any other country would have brought the 
disturbers into trouble. ‘ 

The promoters of disruption have 
been trading vn this forbearance. Speeches 
have been made on the market square in 
Edmonton during the last year which 
would have landed the speakers in jail if 
made in the United States or in the Repub 
lic of France; and the counterparts 
which would have put the authors in thei: 
graves had they been made in Moscow 

The trial at Toronto may serve to r« 
mind "reds" generally that they have en- 
joved this broad liberty in Canada as a 
privilege, not a8 a recognized right, and 
that there are limits beyond which it is 
not safe to presume upon the good nature 
of the Canadian public or the inaction of 
Canadian law. Those who go beyond 


* those limits have only themselves to blame 


for what may befall them.

And that in a very literal sense is the al- 
ternative that faces any government in 
Canada today if it undertakes in any dras- 
tic way to curtail expenditure, :
